•f the circumstance!) connected with 
tbe shooting, but even Eastman's repeti- 
tion of Giegan's words, which caused 
much legal controversy ou previous 
days, was stricken out of the record. 


Officer Howe said tbat another office t 


made notes of Eastman's statement to 
tbe chief of ptlice, a* did the defend- 
ant's brother-in-law, Clark. 
The next 


few days was spent by the officer in col 
lectlug evidence. 
The officer caused 


,aom<t merriment in court when describ- 
ing a grove of trees back of the house, 
by admitting that be did not know the 
difference between a pine and an oak. 


Dr. J. A. McKeuisie, one of Eastman's 


neighbors and one of tbe first to reach 
the scene of the affair, was, perhaps, the 
most interesting witness of the after- 
Boon. 
He saw the body of Grogan 


within a few minute* after death He 
described the bullet wound in tho left 
breast, and another slight wound ci 
abrasion on the back of tbe left band 
t>*tweeu tbe thumb and fore finger. 


The bullet wound, wh«o the left arm 


rested by the side, was eliptical, but 
when tbe arm was raised the wound 
was round. 
The doctor went Into the 


yard with Officer Rowe when the re- 
volvers were gathered up. 


He described the ground where tht 


•hooting is said to have taken place, and 
•aid that it had tbe prints of shoes and 
also long marks made by shoes being 
drawn roughly across the dirt. Gro- 
gan's handkerchief was on one side of 
this disturbed place, while Eastman's 
hat was on tbe otber side. 


The doctor, at the request of Mrs. 


Eastman, went over to the house and 
beard the defendant make his statement 
to the chief of police. 
In doing so thu 


doctor described Eastman's illustration, 
while making his statement to the chief 
of police, of where he stood when the 
revolver went 
off. 


The attorney general. viio was exam- 


ining Dr. Mclyeuzie, then had the wit- 
ness step off the witness box and il- 
lustrate Eastman's illustration, the doc- 
tor taking Grogan'e place while the at- 
to.rney general represented Eastman. 
This showed that the men were within 
four feet of each otber when the shot 
was fired; Grogau's right arm 
was 


raised horizontally and he was turned 
slightly away from Eastman, so that 
the latter was Jnst off bis left side. On 
the other band, Eastman was almost 
facing Grogan. 
This is the first time 


tbat the position of the two men at the 
time of the shootlug has been described 
to the jury.

CUBANS NOW UNPEESTAND 


That It Will Be Useless to Kxpect 


Modification of Terms by Waiting 
For tbe Next Congress, Which Will 
Strongly Support Administration 


Washington, April 27.—The members 


of the Cuban commission have 
im- 


pressed the cabinet favorably, as was 
shown during tbe discussion of Cuban 
affairs yesterday, and the prevailing 
opinion is that ou (he return to Havana 
they should be able to explain the atti- 
tude oi ihe united States so that there 
no longer w ill be a doubt in the mind ot 
the convention regarding the interpre- 
tation of tho Platt umandment. 


Secretary Root, as the result of his 


protracted interview with the commit- 
tee, was able to give a clear idea of the 
objection which is strongest with the 
Cubans. 
This proves to be, as antici- 


pated, ibe third clause, recognizing the 
general right of intervention by the 
United States. 
The Cuban committee 


held to the view that it could be used 
by tbe enemies of independence to stir 
up strife, which would be made a plea 
for American intervention, but the no- 
tion that tbe United States WAS going to 
make every local row a cause of Inter- 
ference was dispelled. 


Secretary Root found that the mem- 


bers of the committee were too much 
inclined to take a lawyer's view of all 
the points, but he gave them the as- 
surance of the broader interpretation 
which tbe United States puth upon the 
amendment. 
The cabinet view is that 


the knowledge that there is onl.v one 
subject can be safely left in the hands 
of the secretary of war after the pres- 
ident's departure for the Pacific coast 
on his* proposed trip, for the Cabana 
now have been fully impressed with 
this policy, and that is the administra- 
tion policy. 


President McKinley has caused it to 


be made known to the commission that 
it will be use less 'for them to expect 
any modification iu the terras of the 
Platt amendment by waiting for the 
meeting of the next congress. 
The 


president has sought to have the resolu- 
tions of congress accepted by the Cu- 
bans as a national policy rather than 
as simply an administration or a Re- 
publican party policy. 


But since some of the Cubans have in- 


only the personal view of the president 
and might be changed by another con- 
gress than the one which enacted it, 
President McKinley has caused the ex- 
planation to be made to the members of 
the commission that the next congress 
will be more strongly Republican than 
was the one which passed the Platt 
amendment, and, therefore, 
will be 


stronger iu supporting the administra- 
tion in its attitude regarding Cuba. 
That tha president will stand on the 
Platt amendment in its present form 
also has been fully explained to the com- 
mission. 


It has developed that while much 


prominence is given by the Cubans to 
tbe need of commercial 
concessions, 


end while they *eek to have a pledge 
or a promise that the influence of th*1 
administration will be directed to se- 
curing concessions on the sugar and to- 
bacco duties, they also want some as- 
surance that whenever a Cuban con- 
gress is elected. It wrll not be prohibited 
from paying what the Havana conven- 
tion has recognized as the Cuban revolu- 
tionary debt. 
This includes the obli- 


gations issued by the Cuban junta after 
January, 1805, and also payment for 
the insurgent troops. The Platt amend- 
ment does not contemplate interference 
with ,such payments, and tbe commis- 
sion will return to Havana with that 
knowledge.

r.-ords: "Cleanliness is ncxr lo Godli- 
ness." I licve seen so many kitchens 
that showed lack of proper care that I 
iiave come U> think that this i> the pre- 
vailing s!n of the ordinuiy cook. 


In saying thir, I make no reffi-once to 


the <ij0hes that go ou to the table, tb« 
glassware, orockery, cutlery, etc-., but a 
special refereiu'o to tin- utensils used in 
cooking tbe meals. 


Entrust no one but yourself with the 


pxainination of the pots and kettles, 
Etewpnus aad spid«rs. Every time one 
of these is «sed it should be thoroughly 
scoured and cleaned. This is especially 
true of all <:oi»per utensils. The woman 
who is careful to make bright, the out- 
side of the coppers and hardly takes the 
time or trouble to cleau the inside, 
is offes responsible for bad tasting food 
and ;it times the npclixwil — if otherwise 
innocent — cause of sickness that ;s hard 
to explain. 


Much of the success of many meat 


dishes and of all soups tSpppr.ds upon the 
good quality of the broth or stock. If 
the stock is cooked in a neglected kettlt 
it has a bad taste that destroys the 
flavor of the soup; is unfit in every way 
to Conn the basis of sauces and gravies. 


In a like wuy many dishes are spoiled 


by the upe of a stewpau or spider thaf 
has been left unsecured when used 
and has retained n. coaticg full of the 
fla-s or of onion or garlic. 


Another utensil more neglected than 


cither, by many, is the bvoiier. It is 
used for steaks, chops, birds, bread, 
oysters, tripe, and a Uulf dozen other 
different things in some families. 
The 


juices are allowed to burn onto the wires 
of the broiler until some of them are a 
sight unworthy of a civilized kitchen find 
unfit for ar>y use whatever. The broiler 
should be cleansed every timo it is used 
and thoroughly. It is demanded by good 
health, good cookery and scod food. 


One thing more I desire to touch upon 


lightly and that is the dish cloth. Some 
people appear to tiuak that it will clean 
a dish to use upon it a dirty, black 
looking "dish cloth. This kitchen utensil 
should bo and may be as white as the 
wiper that is used to dry the dishes. It 
it is otherwise there is neglect and 
neglect is unworthy of a good cook. 


Keep clean.

half a pound and cut it into- dice.

STUFFED OLIVES. 


Wash and stone a dozen large olives 


nnd place them in ice, water for a few 
minutes. Take enough sardines or an- 
chovies to fill an after-dinner 
coffee 


cup, remove the bones and pound the 
fish to a paste with a little butter, a 
tublespoonful of capers, four tablespoo_n- 
fula of dry bread crumbs and the juice 
of half a iemon. Fill the olives and put- 
a caper in each end. This is tbe usual 
allowance for four persons and the de- 
gree of seascsisg must depend 'upon the 
taste of those who are to eat them. 


SAGO SOUP. 


Take three pounds 'oi' lean beef, a 


slice of lean ham, and lay them in a 
stewpsn with a lump of butter; draw 
the gravy gently; add two quarts of 
water, and a. sliced onion which has 
been browned by frying in freah butter; 
add a bunch of sweet herbs, six clove*. 
a blade of mace, a teaspoonful of all- 
spice, and one of black pepper, whole; 
Btew until the soup is rich and brown; 
then remove the meat, and strain the 
soup clear; put it into a clean stewpan; 
thicken it to a good consistency with 
sago. 


LEMON CONSERVE. 


Put half a pound of fresh butter into 


a saucepan: when softened to a cream, 
add one pound of powdered loaf sugar; 
then add the yolks of six eggs, well 
beaten, and the whites of two, beaten 
to a froth; the grated rinds of two 
lemons, dried for a few days in the sun, 
and the juice of three; atirriag the 
whole over the fire until it is of the 
thickness of good cream. Be sure not 
to let it boil. This is excellent with 
griddle cakes. 


BAKED SOUP. 


Cat into slices a pound and a half of 


lean beef, pot it into a stewpan or 
earthen jar, and two onions sliced, the 
same number of carrots, cut up; add 
also three ounces of rice, which has 
been soaked two hours previously, and 
thoroughly washed, a pint of white 
paas; season with pepper and salt; 
eover down close, and bake two hours. 


FRENCH SOUP. 


To one quart of milk, add, when boil- 


ing, about five boiled Irish potatoes, 
rubbed through a sieve, of which a 
paste is made; when the milk and pota- 
toes have boiled up once, add three well 
beaten eggs, and a piece of butter the 
size of an egg. If it boila after the eggs 
are added, it is apt to curdle; stir it 
round till it is well mixed, and serve it 
up. , 


MINT SAUCE. 


Strip .oS the leaves, and chop them 


fine; add an equal amount of sugar, 
nnd cover the whole with vinegar. A 
small teacup full of the mixture will be 
sufficient for a large family. Try this, 
and see if not far preferable to greasy 
gravies. 


APPLE PASTIES. 


Peel, core and stew eight apples, 


adding flavoring of lemon peel ,and an 
ounce of butter. 
When tender, beat 


with a fork and place on rounds of 
short pantry. Wet the edges aud fold 
them over, brush lightly with water and 
sprinkle with powdered sugar. 
Bake 


for about half an hour. 


FOWL MAYONNAISE. 


Cat cold fowl into dice of equal size 


and shred a good firm lettuce iato 
pieces. Take some thick slices of roll 
or bread and in the centre make a hole. 
Butter these slices, then place on them 
a layer of the chkiken, moistened with 
mayonnaise dressing, and garnish with 
a 
spoonful of the dressing and thu 


grated yolk of an egg. Place the pieces 
of bread on a dish, mix a little dressing 
with the lettuce bits and arrange about 
the slices. 


TO COOK A CHICKEX. 


Take a fat," tender chicken of roast- 


ing size. Clean and wash well and salt 
inside and out. 
Sprinkle over with 


flour qjiite heavily. Place it in a kettle 
With the heart and liver and two cups 
of boiling watei, cook well and baste 
often. "When about half done, or so that 
it scarcely resists the fork, add one- 
half cup of vinegar, boil until done ann 
tako out. 
Chop the liver and heart 


and serve ia the gravy. Chicken is de- 
licious cooked this way and served cold.

Wipe them dry, 
dip them icto clatifled biltter, then into 
bread crutabs and grated lemon peel, 
place tb«m en a gridiron and broil them 
over a clear Sre. 


LEMON TUFFS. 
Beat and sift a pound and a quartet 


of loaf sugar and 
rrfix with it the 


grated peel of two lemons. Whisk the 
whites of throe eggs to a firm froth, 
add it gradually to the sugar and beat 
ail together f»r one hour. Make it up 
in any ahape you please, place on oiled 
paper OQ a tin and bake in a moderate 
oven. 


POTATO FRITTERS. 


Maeh six large, mealy potatoes and 


add an ounce of butter, two well-beaten 
•eggs, a pinch of stilt, a teaspoonful ot 
cinnamon and an ounce of flour. Form 
into bc.!'.= and fry in deep, hot rat. 
Serve with sifted sugar or sweet sauce. 


FRESH PORK SAUCE. 


Cut two or throe good sized onions

The couponte are simply to 
be torn oft and given to the tramp in- 
stead of ir.eals, money 'or old clothes, 
There is no writing: to do, no mailing 
to do, no call for envelopes and stamps 
It Is all so simple that anybody can 
understand it and make use of the 
eouptons, and at no expense or trouble 
whatever.

ployed and it was prosecuted with all 
possible vigor. Then came the pro- 
tests from several sources. 


The company is not allowed to be* 


gin work until these protests are de- 
termined, but it is going ahead with 
its plans without regard to this. Gil- 
bert Hodges of Boston the well known 
consulting engineer has been secured 
to prepare the plans and specifications 
and is engaged on thatMask at pres- 
ent. The company has been in con- 
sultation with the Stanley 
Electric 


Manufacturing Co.'s officers and that 
concern is planning to 
provide the 


electric equipment for the road. Mr. 
Gillett has recently been in the west 
and made a careful study of the Kar>id 
Railway system, a 90 mile road oper- 
ating between Detroit and Port Huron 
and of the Union Traction company 
of Indiana which ooerate 
163 miles 


of trolley lines. His 
urpose was to 


secure all possible information as to 
the most advanced ideas in street rail- 
way service with a view to applying 
these ideas to the throug Berkshire 
line. Nothing is to be too good for 
the people of Berkshire according to 
the idea of the Berkshire company 
and it will carry out its original an- 
nouncement of first class service to the 
letter.
